His services were 
also appreciated in America, and in 
lt»91 the council of the city of New 
York awarded him 150 pounds. 


When Uellomont arrived In Amer- 


ica Captain Kidd. who had acquired 
a competency, was now living in re- 
tirement in New York, where he was 
well and favorably known. 


Tvhen the governor suggested to 


Kidd that he engage in the service 
he waa willing to undertake the task, 
and believed he could take a single 
ship of thirty or forty guns and 
sweep the whole race of pirates from 
the ocean.
